At the White Honse we are
told that the President’s wife “wore a robe of
ruby volvet, with her portly shoulders sub-
dued under a fichn of point d'Alencon,”
and that Mrs, Hamilton Fish ‘‘wore delicate
manve satin,” At the churches the reporters
are equally and in every sonse at home, At
Grace Church the “‘costumes of velvet and
plush jnckets in brown and black were nume-
rous.” *‘Llich and heavy velvets and flashing
dinmonds” are noticed af one church, while
nt another we nre favored with a personal in-
troduction to “‘a young lady of nineteen,
small but elegaut in figure, with a com-
plexion of the purest pink, ete. ete., and
attired in a silk dress draped with graceful
flonucen ¢n  pander, a  pink tie, and
a pretty bean-catcher.” 1In New York
the Qunkeresses seem to ‘“‘comprise
the wealth, beauty, and fashion of the city,
and it might make Fox and Mrs, Fry turn in
their ves when told of the velvet and silks,
satins and iris plames of the doves. But they
are run hard bythe sable belles. In Zion
Colored Church we find that *‘the eongrega-
tion is decidedly well-dressed, and that a sub-
dned quietness prevails, which gava a very
elegant tout ensemble; while deep purples and
black velvets show to advantage a dark skin
and pearly teeth, and that the costumes are
beightened by diamond pins and ear-drops.”
To do them justice, the varions pastors seem
feel what the Bishop of Orleans calls the Un-
bridled Luxury of Women as a sort of chal-
lenge, and a good many of them preached
against the feminine extravagance of the
age, One pulpit orator quoted some verses
new lo us:—
What is the reagon, can you guess,
That men are poor snd women thinsers
Bo mueh do they for dinner dress,
That nothing's left to dress the dinner.

But, judging from onr own experience, the
women rather like these oral ob)j ions,
They treat a homil inst fine clothes as a
gort of “beau-catcher’ and advertisement of
their own and their milliners’ taste.

Early Use of Paper.

Mr. Thomas Wright sends the following in.
ge London Athenatim:—

‘I have made a little discovery, which I
think will be considered curious, in the his-
| tory of paper. I believe that the first traces
of the uge of paper in Western Europe are
found towards the end of the twelfth contury,
and we have no resson to suppose that it was

| in use in England until the thirteenth, or
| eventhe beginning of the fourteenth. It is
underétood to have been brought westward
from Italy, where it was in use earlier; and I
believe that our word paper—a corruption, of
course, of papyrus—is considered to have
been borrowed, with the article itself, from
the French. 1 saw years ago in Paris—I be-
lieve thay belonged to the royal ecol-
lection (it was in  the time of Louis
Philippe)—a few of the earliest docnments
on paper known belenging to Westarn En-
rope in the period singe the llomans, which
interested me much, They consisted of re-
ceipts, or rather bonds, for money borrowed
from the Jows in the time of gur Cour de

Lion, given by chiefs who were ntarting for
his crumde; and, if I remember well, the paper
resembled much that of the fifteenth and six-
teenth centuries, excopt that it was of a rathor
ooarser texture, 1t would seem as if, in the
West, itr use at this early period was known
principally among the Jews, Now, I am just
possing through the press an edition of
‘Gilossary of Lastin and English—or, sa we
are aecnstomed to eall it, Anglo-Saxon—
Words' of, L think, not later than the middle
of the tenth century. We may safely look
npon it ms the English of the days of
Athelstan; and in the part of which I
have just received the proof 1 find
‘Papirus, paper.’ The word paper does not
occur in Dr. Dosworth's, or any other Anglo-
Saxon dictionary; but we hive here evidence
that it was in use in our languags ata very
enrly period, and there canuot be n doubt
that we derive it from the Anglo-Saxons, and
have not taken it from the French of the
Middle Ages. But this fact leads us to
another—that onr Anglo-Saxon forefathers,
to have the word in an Anglo-Saxon form in
their own langmage, must have been pretty
well mequainted with paper itself, and, no
doubt, they found the Homan paper in mse
in the island when they came, It in a fact,

indeed, which opens to us several others, |

equally new, in the socisl history of our
Anglo-Baxon forefathers. I need hardly add,
that paper probably never went entirely out
of use in Western Enrope after the Roman
times, and a little research might still throw
some curious light upon its history during
the earlier Middle Ages. It certninly was not
gnpposed before that it might be in use
among the Anglo-Saxons.”

Section 1. The Select and Common Consclla
of the city of Phillandelphin do ordaln, vhat the
Mayor of Phlladelphia be and he ig heréby sn
thorized to borrow, at nol less than par, onthe
credit of the eliy corporation, from time to
time, ench sums of money ns may be necessaty
to pay for the construction and erection ol o
bridge over the river Schoylkill at Fuirmonnt,
not exceeding In the whole the sum of soven
bundred thodsand dollars, for which inter#st
not to exceed the rate of six per cent, par an-
num sball be paid, half-yearlv, on the first days
of Janvary and July, ot the oflice of the Uity
Treasurer.

The princlpal of sald loan shall be paynble
and paid atthe expiration of thirty years from
the dute of the same, and not belore, without
the consent of the holders thereof; and certif-
entes therefor, In the usunl form oi cerlificates
of ¢lty loan, shall be lssued in such amonnis as
the lenders may renl:tim, but not for any frne-
tiopal part of one hundred dollars, or, if re-

N ORDINANCE TO CREATE A LOAN
FOR THE BUILDING OF A BRIDGE
OVER THE RIVER SCHUYLKILL ATSOUTH
STREET, AND FOR THE PAYMENT OF
GROUND RENTS AND MORTGAGES,

SBection 1. The Select and Common Councils
of the Clty of Philadelphla do ordain, That
the Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to berrow, at not less than par, on
the credit of the city, from time to time, one
million five hundred thousand dollars, to be ap-
plied as follows, viz.:—First, For the buildin
of a bridge over the River Bchuylkill at Sont
street, oight hundred thousand dollars. Becond.
For the payment of ground rents and mort-
gages, seven hundred thousand dollars, for
which interest not to exceed the rate of six
per cent. per avnum shall be paid half
vearly on the first days of Jaonary and
July, at the office of the City Treasurer.
The principal of the paid "loan  shall
be payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
years from the date of the same, and not before,
without the congent of the holders theresf: and
the certificates therefor, in the usual form of the
certificates of the City Loan, shall be isstued in
guch amounts as the lenders may roquire; but
not for any fractional part of one hundred or
one thonsand dollars; and it shall be expressed in
said certificates that the loan therein mentioned,
and the interest thereof, are payable free from all

taxes,

Bectlon 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there shall be, by foree of
this ordinance, annually approprinted out of
the income of the corporate estates, and from
the sum ralsed by taxation, a sum sufficient to
}my the interest on said certificates; and the
urther sum of three-tenths of one per centum
on the par value of such certificates so issued
shall be appropriated guarterly out of sald In-
come and taxes to o einking fund, which fund
and Its accumulations are hereby especlally
pledged for the redemption and payment of sald
certificates,
